It is understood th at Mrs. Harding, 
f she is sufficiently recovered, will 
make the trip to Alaska with her hus­ 
band. 
Of course, if she is not suffi­ 
ciently recovered from her illness to 
ike the (rip, the P resident may de­ 
cide to stay at home, but she ap p aren t­ 
ly is on the high road W Teoovery mid 
the promise is liehl out th a t she will 
he well enough M* undertake the long 
«■on journey, which, as she is a good 
sailor, it is said, probably will com­ 
plete her recovery*. 
A«- soon us congress adjourns, it la 
the intention of P resident and Mrs. 
Harding to g<> to Florida for n six 
weeks’ rest. They will re tu rn to W ash­ 
ington the latter p art of April and it 
it believed th at the trip to Alaska will 
start about Ju n e 1. 
To Go Via P anam a Canal. 
It will take th e Mayflower eight 
days to reach the entrance to the 
Panama canal. 
A few days probably 
will i»e spent on the isthm us and tlien 
the journey* up the Pacific coast will 
begin. 
T here is no expectation that 
the Mayflower will touch at any* point 
on the Pacific coast before It reaches 
the northw estern territory. 
Already W ashington is guessing as 
to the personnel of the President s 
traveling party.
